7. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Group Insu¬ 
rance Scheme, if on the death of an employee the amounts 
payable under the Scheme be less than the amount that woule 
be payable had the employees been covered under the said 
Scheme, the employer shall pay (he dillcmicc lo (he nominee 
(s)/legal Heir(.s» of the employee as compensation. 

8. No amendment of the piovif.ons of th. Croup Insurance 
Scheme shall be made withoni the prior approval of the 
Regional Provident Fun., Ceipnnssion r ..oncer,red and where 
any amendment is likely to effect adversely the interest of the 
employees, the Regional Pruvin.ii; 'rune c ommissioner shall 
before giving his approval, civ. a reasonable opportunity to 
the employee to explain their point ol view. 

9. Where for any reason, the employees of th. said estub 
lishment do not remain covered undei the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the Life Insurance' Corporation ol India as already 
adopted bv the said establishment, m the benefits to the' cm 
ployees under this Scheme me reduced in any manner, the 
exemption shall be liable lo be cancelled. 

10. Where for any reason, the crnplu' , fails to pay the 
premium etc within the due date, as lived by the I .ife Insu¬ 
rance Corporation of India, and the policy is allowed to 
lapse, the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled 

11. In ease of default, if any made by the employer in pay¬ 
ment of premium the responsibility for payment of assurance 
benefits to the nominoefs) legal heirls) of deceased member 
who would have been covered under the said Scheme but for 
grant of this exemption, shall he that of the employer. 

12. Upon the death of the member covered under the Group 
Insurance Scheme the I ife Insurance Corporation of India 
shall ensure prompt payment of the sum assured to (he nomi¬ 
nee (s)/Legal heir(s) of tho deceased member entitled for It 
and in anv case within one month from the receipt of claims 
complete in all respect.
